PLEURISY FOLLOWS 
STAR’S OPERATION 


Valentino’s Manager Of- 
fers To Act as Blood- 
Donor and Doctors Make 
Necessary Tests. 


New York, August 21.—(7)—Ru- 
dolph Valentino has suffered a. re- 
lapse. After announcement of the 
development of pleurisy in his left 
chest, it became known that prepara- 
tions for a blood transfusien had 
been made by the three physicians 
who operated on the film star for 
acute appendicitis and gastric ulcers 
last Sunday. 

Hospital authorities said late to- 
night that he was “very weak’, but 
transfusion had not yet been finally 
decided upon. 

S. George Ullman, the motion pic- 
ture star’s manager, who has been 
constantly at his bedside, said to- 
night that Valentino was so very 
weak that he could speak only in 
whispered monosyllables. Uliman of- 
fered to act as blood-donor if the 
transfusion operation was decided 
upon and a test was made of his 
blood, together with that of a num- 
: ber of professional blood sellers at 

the Polyclinic hospital. 

It was stated at the- hospital at 
midnight that Valentino’s condition 
was “very serious” but that there was 
ro immediate danger. 

The new complications in Valen- 
tino’s condition came as a surprig to 
the friends, who had believed him 
safely on the road to recovery. After 
the double operation Sunday, local 
peritonitis set in, and doctors an- 
nounced that his only chance of re- 
covery lay in the ability of his strong 
constitution to fight off the spread 
of the infection. The crisis was pass- 
ed two days ago, and the physicians 
ceased issuing bulletins regarding the 
star's “illness, 


The first hint of a relapse came 
with the announcement early today 
of a slight spread of the peritonitis, 
which was said by his physicians 
not to be cause for alarm. A bul- 
letin early tonight tcld the addition 
of pleurisy and after a two-hour con- 
ference of doctors, preparations for 
the blood transfusion were made 
known. '

2 HELD FOR DEATH 
OF “IL CAVELLERO” 


Gangland’s “Phantom 
Terror,” Brought to U. 
S. by Gennas, Later 
Proves Their Scourge.

Chicago, August 21.—A 9-year-old 
Italian boy, unafraid of the gang 
vengeance which silenced his elders, 
has named his own cousin as one of 
the two men who stepped out from 
ambush and shot down “II Cavellero.’ 
phantom terror of gangland, 

“Ji Cavellero,”. or “the chevelier,’ 
was murdered as he stepped from a 
barber shop in the heart of “Little 
Italy” Friday. His real name was 
Tony Nerone, alias Tony Spano, but 
it was not until after his murder that 
police learned he was the feared 
“knock-off guy” who had been im- 
ported from Italy by the Genna broth- 
ers. 

Witnesses Silent. 

Police had subpoenaed a number of 
witnesses to the shooting to appear at 
the inquest today. But with character- 
istie gangland silence few would ad- 
mit they had seen anything until after 
Nerone was lying on the sidewalk with 
nine bullets in his body and his as- 
sailants had fled. 

It was Nunzio Scardina, young son 
of the owner of the barber shop near 
where the murder occurred, who gave 
the details of the shooting. Uncon- 
cernedly and seeming half bored and 
half scornful, the Italian boy recited 

an eye-witness account of the attack. 

Even to naming his cousin, Joe Ailla, 
“the flower man,” as one of the as- 
sailants. 

“I know him well,” said the young 
witness, who had been standing in 
front of his father’s shop when the 
shooting started. “He’s been in papa’s 
place lots of times for shaves. 

“I was in the shop yesterday and 
saw him get out of his car up the 
street. I went out and he had a gun 
in his hand. I went back into the 
shop and a little later saw Tony 
Nerone get-out of his car. 

Boy Seeks Safety. 

“Joe, the flower man, and sume 
other guy I didn’t, know stepped out 
from a. building and walked toward 
him. And when the shooting started 
I ducked. When I looked again tnis

United States Senator Walter F. 
George is entitled to the support of 
postal employees because of his record 
in the senate, according to a letter 
written to a postal*employee of At- 
lanta by H. W. Strickland, industrial 
secretary of the Railway Mail asso- 
ciation, Washington, D. C., which 
was made public Saturday. 

This letter was written by the of- 
ficial simply to give Senator George's 
record, according toe his letter, and to 
clarify any vagueness which may have 
existed in the minds of postal em- 
ployees as to Senator George’s record. 

The letter follows: 


“IT have your letter of July 26 in 
regard to the candidacy of Senator 
Walter F. George for ion; and 
inquiring as to whether he is en- 
titled to the support of the postal 
employees. 

“It affords me particular pleasure 
to advise you that Senator George is 
one of the best friends that postal 
employees have in congress. Not only 
is he one of our best friends, but 
he has the ability and influence to 
make his friendly interest count for 
much; for Senator George is recog- 
nized as one of the leaders on the 
democratic side. Therefore, when 
postal employees support Senator 
George for reelection, they will simply 
be working for their own best in- 
terests.

Old Rock Home 


Of Creek Indians 


Found in Georgia 


One of the most complete of the 
original Indian homes in the world is 
in Georgia, and yet few Georgians 
know about it. Just three miles south 


of Bowdon State Normal and Indus- 
trial: coll on the Little Tallapoosa 
river stands a huge natural rock home 
with evidences to show that it was a 
central location for some Indian tribe. 

Students of the college believe that 
a tribe of Creek Indians lived in that 
section and that the chief of the tribe 
lived in the big rock home. I* is 
similar to a tortoise shell in shape, 
with an entrance 55} feet wide, 14 
feet high in front and extends back 
into the rock 23 feet. An ordinary 
man may stand up and walk almost 
anywhere in the home. 

Near the center of the home is a 
natural rock table 2 feet high, 15 
feet long and 6 feet wide. On this 
table are holes where Indian women 
laced corn to grind it. Within 15 
eet of the home there is a splendid

Open Annual 
Snake Dance 


Flag Staff, Ariz.. August 21.—() 
The sun dipping behind the desert 
horizon today heralded the beginning 
of the annual snake dance of the 
Hopi Indians. 

To the accompaniment of rattling 
shells, which sound like the patter 
of rain, rayer-laden rattlesnakes 
were offered .to sacrifice to the gods 
of the underworld who control the 
vast subterranean’ reservoirs, while 
prayers were raised to the gods above 
who guard the greaf reservoirs of the 
heavens. 

For eight days the Hopis, trailing 
in bands to the third Mesa, Oraibi 
in the village of Hotevilla, 107 miles 
north of here, have been preparing 
for the Ceremonial and waiting anx- 
iously for sunset today to launch into 
the weird rites. 

During the day the Indians care- 
fully washed and cleaned the rattlers 
that they might be fit offerings for 
the water gods. 

This morning the youths of the 
tribe raced from far out in the desert 
to the top of the Mesa, where priests 
received the winner, sprinkled him 
with sacred meal and water and took 
him to the antelope kiva—or prayer 
chamber—where he was given prayer 
sticks, sacred meal and .an amulet 
of great power. The other runners 
deposited prayer offerings at an ap- 
pointed shrine.

Decision of the General Motors cor-

nent. Atlanta bankers and financiers 
who discussed the move Saturday. 

In an exclusive statement to The 
Constitution, M. L. Prentis, of De- 
troit, treasurer of the General Motors 
corporation, said the financial posi- 
tion of his company at this time makes 
it possible for the company to show 
its appreciation of the cooperation of

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length of time in a number of banks 
in the state. 

This undertaking, coming in the 
face of the closing of about 80 small 
banks in a chain system for which a 
receivership recently was sought, 
proves to the world the soundness of 
the regular banking systems in Geor- 
gia; the generally sound business and 
financial conditions throughout the 
state, and proves the confidence of the 
biggest business interests in the coun- 
try in Georgia’s finances and future 
business prospects, in the opinion of 
local bankers.

Some survey work is nec- 
essary for such a move but even some 
of thig has been done and in a few 
weeks the new policy will be in effect 
throughout the state. 

Recent reopening of many of the 
closed institutions and recent state- 
ments of banks tlroughout the state 
coupled with this move of the Gen- 
eral Motors company is expected to 
have a wholesome and. steadying ef- 
fect on the entire financial system of 
the state in the opinion of the local 
bankers. 

The moral effect of the action of 
the General Motors corporation can- 
not but have a helpful effect and will 
have also the effect of strengthening 
the ties of good will already existing 
between Georgia banking institutions 
and ths corporation.

It will be recalled that the pear- 
growing industry was some years 
ago conducted in the Thomas coun- 
ty territory along gigantic lines. It 
became the “LeConte” and “‘Kief- 
fer” center of America. There were 
only a few pineapple pears grown. 
Then came along the “fire blight,” 
and millions of dollars in orchard 
values were destroyed. It is of rec- 
ord that the pineapple pear re-: 
sisted the “fire blight.” Therefore 
the present movement along a large 
scale is to rehabilitate the pear in- 
dustry along safe and dependable 
lines. 


All such undertakings deserve en- 
couragement. The prefix “Geor- 
gia” is a market premium for 
peaches, melons, cane syrup, apples, 
pecans—why not again for pears, 
as it once was? 


The activities along .diversifica- 
tion in Georgia ought to command 
the attention of all of America. 
Farmers ‘who seek new settlements 
ought to study Georgia and her op- 
portunities. It is marvelous to 
know just what Georgia can grow— 
and grow as successfully, or moré 
sO, aS in any other state in the 
country. 


THE TARIFF ISSUE. 


“The agricultural west stands for 
a protective tariff revision upward,” 
Senator Capper, of Kansas, is quoted 
as saying after a conference with 
the president. If that is true—with 
the tariff today higher than before 
in American history, and with the 
farmers of the west clamoring for 
economic relief, what will be their 
Status should the tariff be further 
revised upward? 


It is a ridiculous attitude to think 
we can Stimulate the healthfulness 
of American commodity producers, 
who must sell at least 40 per cent 
of all production abroad, by a high 
tariff wall that will destroy all trade 
reciprocity, and thereby tend to 
break down the foreign consump- 
tive markets. The present tariff has 
not accomplished anything for the 
farmer, else the west would not be 
yelling so loud for “‘relief,’’ but on 
the other hand it has been a tre- 
mendous burden upon the domestic 
consumers. Take sugar! The “pro- 
tection” for the beet interests of a 
half dozen states costs the con- 
sumers of America millions of dol- 
lars.a month. Take wheat! The 
“protection” for the wheat powers 


of the west, which is entirely mythi- 


cal for we practically import no 


rwheat, costs the bread consumers of 


America millions of dollars a/nonth.

“It will be my earnest aim that the 
New York Times give the news, all 
the news, in concise and attractive 
form, in language that is parliamen- 
tary in good society, and give it as 
early, if not earlier, than it can be 
Jeatued through any other organ.” 

’ He has kept the faith. The Times 
has established a world-wide repu- 
tation for its thoroughness as a 
newspaper, its dependability, and its 
clean columns. - It has become one 
of the really great newspapers of 
the world. Mr. Ochs deserves the 
Sincere congratulations ‘of every 
newspaper in America.

Henry Ford---A

Washington, August 21.—(Special.) 
Perhaps the most fascinfting Ameri- 
can—fascinagjing in the sense of a 
man to observe and speculate about 

and reflect on—is 
Henry Ford. One 
crude fact about 
him is alone enough 
to qualify him for 
this distinction, ac- 
cording to stand- 
ards of _ interest 
rather common in 
“America: He is, in 
the sense of in- 
come, the richest 
man in the world. 
The same fact, 
stated more dra- 
matically, is even 
more alluring: Just 
thirty years ago 
next Thanksgiving 
day Ford was not able to pay the 
railroad fa.e from Detroit to an auto- 
mobile race in Chicago; twenty-five 
years ago. Ford and his wife, discuss- 
ing their Christmas budget, 
they could not afford a turkey. 


But it is other aspects of Ford that 
make him ‘interesting beyond mere 
curiosity about the modern equivalent 
of Croesus. His impulsive dashes into 
ficlds far removed from the automo- 
bile; his wish to end the great war 


and the self-confidence that led him to 
charter a ship and take a cargo of 
peace-fixers with him to Europe; his 
obvious lust to teach, or more accu- 
rately, to be an autocrat and make 
the world do the way he thinks best, 
in politics and other fields distant 
from his business; his incursions -into 
all sorts of fields, in the books he 
writes and the weekly paper he prints; 
his interest in old American dances, 
one of which he reproduces, with dia- 
grams of how to do it, in each issue 
of his paper; the new philosophy of 
business which he has practiced with 
immense success, and which, if it en- 
dures, will revolutionize both industry 
and social philosophy, throwing Adam 
Smith, Ricardo, and all the accepted 
academie authorities into the discard. 


Ford, on most subjects except the 
design of his, automobile, is impulsive 
and unguessable. He may do any- 
thing. Nevertheless, it is difficult to 
take seriously the recent surmise of 


some newspapers, chiefly democratic 
ones, that Ford contemplates displac- 
ing Coolidge—whether with Ford him- 
self or some one else. Ford has been 
in politics before; has run as a re 
publican candidate for senator and as 
a democratic candidate for the same 
office, and once toyed with the demo- 
cratie nomination for the presidency. 
However, there are circumstances at- 
tending the present stage of Ford's 
business which call for his concen- 
trated personal attention. As it was 
put one day last month by Clarence 
\W. Barron in The Wall Street Jour- 
nal: : 

“The question must naturally 
arise—is Mr. Ford now at the zenith 
of his eareer, or has he new worlds 
to conquer- In the motor world it is 
now certain that one of the great in- 
dustrial struggles is before us. He 
has saturated the country with Ford 
cars. In some states two kinds of 
licenses are issued—one a general 
license for automobile a the 
other a distinct license for Fords. It 
is now the field against the Ford. 
Other makers have come in with mass 
production and low prices inviting the 
Ford patron to step up to 1 car with 
more artistic external appearance. But 
competing makers admit they cannot 
afford to give the price. and value 
found in the Ford.

Ford is a strong believer in that. 


The University of Michigan’in June 
gave Mr. Ford an honorary degree. 
doctor of engineering. That was 
sound se far as the distinction was put 
on the ground of “recognition of his 
material contribution to social wel- 
fare, and his constructive imagination 
in the field of industry.” But the con- 


ferrer of the degree became inexact 
and too generous when he described 
Ford as the man “whose genius 
brought into being an industry that 
changed the world.” Ford did not in- 
vent the automobile—although, no 
doubt, history 100 years from now will 
say he did. He did not inyent any 
part of the ——— The essential 
inventions the early automobile 
were made in France, Germany and 
elgewhere in Europe. American pion- 
eers copied and adapted machines 
brought from Europe, or designs of 
automobiles they found in European 
engineering journals, The most that 
America contributed to the automobile 
industry was an incomparable market, 
an immense country with a high stand- 
ard of living that could and would 
buy automobiles as soon as they could 
be made practicable and relatively in- 
expensive. Ford was a leader in the 
sense of making automobiles inéx- 
pensire, 


However, it would be small-minded 
to cavil about the phraseology of any 
description ,of Ford's distinctions in 
the industrial field.

A Southern Soldiers’ Home 


Why One Is Needed Here In Atlanta

An act of congress March 21, 1866, 
variously amended since, established 
the central home for disabled and de- 
pendent volunteer soldiers at Dayton, 
Ohio, and it soon became filled to 
its capacity. 
Subsequently branch homes, for 
convenience to the constantly increas- 
ing numbers of veterans entitled to 


the full care of the government, were 
established—northwestern, at Milwau- 
kee, Wis.:. southern, at Hampton, 
Va., (largel? for eolored veterans) ; 
eastern, at Togus, Maine; western, 
at Leavenworth, Kan.; middle, at 
Marion, Ind; Pacific, at Santa Mo- 
nica, Cal.; Danville, at Danville, Iii. ; 
mountain, at Johnson City, Tenn., 
now transformed into a tuberculosis 
hospital for veterans, and the Battle 
Mountain sanitarium, at Hot Springs, 
South Dakota. 


“These homes are ail in operation 
and are reported to be, in most cases, 
overcrowded, with hundreds of appli-

A New Necessity Arises. 

Now, after 28 years since the peace 
of Paris between the United States 
and Spain, a new and urgent neces- 
sity. made especially new and urgent 
by the effects of the world war, has 
arisen and demands a soldiers’ and 
sailors home here in the southeast. 

Before the war with Spain, as noted, 
we had few federal veterans in the 
south, but in that war the southern 
states furnished even more than their 
quota of volunteers. Because born to 
southern climatic conditions and hab- 
its of life, the southern t were 
preferred for the semi-tropical service 
in Cuba and as many as could re- 
tained by reenlistments were kept 
there. Today fully one-third of t 
Spanish war veterans live in the south. 

Entitled to Equal Rights. 

These southern veterans now, aft- 
er a quarter-century, are beginning to 
feel the effects of advancing age and 
the decimation of physical power by 
reason of service strains and diseases 
now becoming serious, 

They are entitled to the same full 
consideration, care and support that 
is given to other veterans and their 
elaims cannot be denied with justice 
and honor. 

Similarly, our southern men were 
called to the colors in the world war, 
through the selective draft, in equal 
proportion with the men of other 
states and sections. 

They, too, both now, and more nu- 
merously in years to come, will be 
fully entitled to the refuge and relief 
that the government can afford. 
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. He carries much greater re- 
esponsibility than the ordinary Ameri- 
n judge for the proper conduct of 
he trial, on the apparent theory that 
state does not stand indifferent as 
suitors, but is directly interested in 
administration of justice as a 
public function. 
It would seem self-evident that mis- 
of justice impair the confi- 
dence of the people in the administra- 
tive capacity of the government, and 
that the responsibility for such fail- 
ures cannot be thrown upon the par- 
ties and their counsel. If the state 
forces its citizens into public courts 
of justice, it should. carry at least 
as much responsibility as private par- 
ties engaged in public callings who 
are g* peter to use a rather high de- 
gree of care in furnishing adequste 
-facilities. For the judge to allow 
any sort of lax and incompetent con- 
duct on the part of the lawyers so 
Jong aa neither of them raises an 
objection, and to permit the jury to 
blunder into a verdict in the absence 
~of obviously necessary evidence, on the 
basis of clearly incompetent testimony, 
and .without aid of essential instruc- 
tions on the law, merely because coun- 
sel make no effort to prevent it, is 
not the way to inspire respect for 
the admin@ration of justice. The 
English theory of state responsibility 
lays the duty of active supervision 
and direction upon the judge. 


English Trial Practice Logical. 


‘The logic of the English scheme of 
trial practice is thoroughly sqund. 

here are three official agencies in- 
volved in a trial, the judge, the jury, 
and the attorneys, and the main prob- 
lem of trial practice is to make them 
cooperate most effectively in arriving 
at the merits of the controversies. 
Two of them, the judge and the jury, 
should be non-partisan, because they 
are required to decide disputed ques- 
tions between the litigants, while the 
attorneys, whose task it is to present 
the rival claims of the contestants, 
must of necessity be strongly imbued 
with the zeal of the advocate, 


Now the English theory of an effi- 
cient trial procedure seems to be predi- 
cated upon a distribution of the vari- 
ous proceedings embraced in the trial 
in such a way that those requiring 
impartiality shall not be delegated to 
the attorneys, and that those, on the 
other hand, which involve partisan in- 
terest shall be placed in the hands of 
the representatives of the contending 
parties. 
~ $§uch a classification of the steps in 
a trial is perfectly easy. Since the 
selection of the jury is something 
which should be absolutely divorced 
from partisan influence, the empanel- 
ling should not be done by the attor- 
neys. ahe opening statement of the 
claims of the contestants, if it is to be 
made forcibly, must, on the other 
hand, be the work of the attorneys. 
ahd the same is true of the offering of 
*evidence and arguments relative to its 
force and effect. 


‘Judge Should Empanel Jury. 


But the jury should be instructed 
on the law with complete impartial- 
ity, and in this the attorneys should 
Rave no hand, and the same is true 
ef the summing up of the evidence 
and the supervision of the form of 
the verdict. 

If, therefore, each branch of the 
tribunal is to do what it is best fitted 
for, and is to refrain from attempting 
to do those things which are incon- 
sistent with its nature and character, 
the jury will be empanelled by the 
judge or other court officer without 
any interference by the attorneys, and 
will be instructed on the law and in- 
formed (by way of summing up) upon 
the facts by the impartial action of 
the judge, who will decide without any 
partisan advice or pressure as to what 
should be said to the jury. And final- 
ly, since the verdict is the judicial de- 
cision of the jury, and its value and 
effect may depend upon its form, an 
impartial direction and control should 
be exercised over this vital feature of 
the trial in the interests of both par- 
ties, indifferently, which, of course, 
points to the judge as the proper 
guide. 

This theoretical division of func- 
tions in the interests of a fair trial is 
the absolute rule of practice in the 
English courts. 


Jury Obtained in Five Minutes. 


Five minutes before the court opens, 
the clerk calls 12 jurors into the 
box—usually ten men and two women 
—and promptly swears them to try 
the case. As he finishes this brief and 
simple ceremony, the judge _ steps 
through a door behind the bench, bows 
to the barristers and to the jury, 
takes his seat, and the trial is under 
way. 

The empanelling of an English 
jury is a dignified and impressive 
performance. They have already been 
selected for character and intelligence, 
like the judges themselves, and their 
names can be obtained by counsel for 
a shilling, in advance of the trial, if 
there is any desire to investigate them 
with a view to a challenge. As a 
matter of fact, this list is almost 
never asked for. The clerk, ‘as the

No Emotional Appeals to Jury. 

English counsel state their cases 
well, put ‘in their evidence carefully 
and thoroughly, and argue the facts 
with simple directness, without any 
attempt to carry the jury by emotion- 
al appeals or by flights of eloquence. 
This rather cold and businesslike at- 
titude toward the jury is doubtless due 
to their conviction of the futility of 
any other course. For-the judge has 
the last word with the juty, and: no 
emotional effects could stand against 
the clear, cold summing up of an 
English judge, who has followed 
every move in the trial with ex- 
perienced skill, taking diligent notes 
of all the salient features of the case. 

The judge is expected to see to it 
that the jury get a properly balanced 
view of the case, and if one side is 
pressed too hard the judge must cor- 
rect it. In Hepworth’s case (4 (Cr. 
Apps. 130), complaint was made that 
the judge made derogatory observa- 
tions upon the argument of appellant's 
counsel, but the court of criminal ap- 
pealg said that no harm had been 
done, for counsel had made a very. 
eloquent speech and the judge had 
only tried to administer an antidote. 


Judges Comment on Facts. 


The Value of a summing up is not 
appreciated in the United States, but 
in England it is considered the most 
important function of the judge. 

_ Doubtless that strange’ and anoma- 
lous rule followed by most of our 
state courts, which forbids comment 
by the judge on the weight of the 
evidence, has created so great a risk 
of error in summing up that our 
judges hesitate to take a chance 
and either omit the summing up en- 
tirery or make it quite formal and 
prefunctory. A few weeks spent in 
watching jury cases tried in England 
will convince one that summing up 
does more to secure a verdict based 
on the merits of the case than all the 
rules of evidence which legal inge- 
nuity has devised. 

_ Dicey, in his Law of the Constitu- 
tion, says: 

“Trial by jury is open to much 
criticism; a distinguished French 
thinker may be right in holding that: 
the habit of submitting difficult prob- 
lems of fact to the decision of twelve 
men of not more than average educa- 
tion and intelliegnce will in the near 
future be considered an absurdity as 
patent as ordeal by battle. Its suc- 
cess in England is wholly due to, and 
is the most extraordinary sign of 
popular confidence in the judicial 
bench. judge is the colleague and 
the readily accepted guide of the 
jurors.” 

Judge Frames Own Instructions, 


Even more novel to an American 
lawyer is the English practice ag to 
instructing a jury upon the law. 
Counsel have no mvre to say about 
the judge’s charge than about his 
summing up. Instead of being a mere 
phonographic instrument for reading 
the instructions which counsel have 
prepared, the English judge makes 
his own statement of the law to the 
jury. The principles involved in the 
case are pointed out, briefly and 
simply, in the course of the summing 
up, wherever they are applicable, 
rather than in the form of elaborately 
constructed paragraphs read to the 
jury one after another in a tiresome 
and unintelligible series. Counsel are 
not expected to even intimate to the 
judge how they would like to have 
the jury charged. 


Finally, the English are much more 
economical than we are, of tlie fruits 
of the trial, and always endeavor to 
adjust the verdict so that in case of 
error no new trial will be necessary. 
They do this wherever possible by 
means of special questions put to the 
jury, covering the actual issues liti- 
gated. 

Special verdicts in the American 
practice are very unsatisfactory, be- 
cause they are construed with the 
most technical severity. In the first 
place, they must be stated in the form 
of ultimate facts and not evidence 
or legal conclusions, and since no 
one has ever been able to devise a 
test to identify ultimate facts, the 
use of a special verdict always in- 
volves a risk. Again, the formal re- 
quirements are exacting, for the ques- 
tions through which .the jury are 
brought to deal with the facts, must 
be clear, simple, direct, unambiguous. 
free from suggestive implications, and 
not too numerous or detailed; and 
the answers must meet the same 


tests. 
t Special Verdicts Avoided. 

After fortunately escaping from the 
Scylla of the pleadings, one hesitates 
to take a chance with the Charybdis 
of the special verdict, and the result 
is that this immensely useful pro- 
cedure is feared and avoided, and the 
parties timidly succumb to that crude 
relic of barbaric times, the general 
civil verdict. 

In contrast to the usual American 
practice, which has made the machin- 
ery of special verdicts so intricate that 
ic hardly functions at all, the English 
have developed an astonishingly simple 
and effective procedure. The judge 
himself, noting the material issu°’s 
which have actually developed in the 
evidence, frames a few simple ques- 
tions to cover them. He asks counsel 
on each side if they are satisfied with 
them, and any reasonable changes will

Gas On The Stomach 


Now this is humorous—please don’t 
take it seriously. The best remedy 
I know for gas on the stomach is a 
good dash of soda or saleratus, or as 
we doctors call it whenever it seems 
advisable to keep the patient in a 
state of ignorance. 

Sodium Bicarbonate. 


Let any gink with a fairly normal 
stomach swallow, oh, say, half a tea- 
spoonful of this Bicarbonate of Soda 
from the wife’s saleratus can, and 
I'll warrant he will belch enough gas 
to—well, to prove that gas on the 
stomach doesn’t cause any particular 
trouble and as a rule not even dis- 
comfort. 

Some ghoulish student has spoiled a 
good deak of the humor of life by 
defining What humor is. One thing 
he finds contributing to humor is 
exaggeration. I’m glad I didn’t know 
this when I read Mark Twain’s de- 
scription of the equipment required 
for a party climbing the Matterhorn. 
But now that I do know how much 
exaggeration contributes to. humor, | 
find considerable humor in places 
where I failed to recognize it before. 
No more humor just now, however. 
Let's get serious again and listen to 
the correspondent’s tale of woe:

If everything the man eats be- 
comes gas, how does he keep his body 
so well nourished? Is his body a 
gas-engine or something?

New Trials Almost Unknown. | 
The result of the English system 1s 
to make the calamity of a new trial 
almost unknown. The English re- 
ports for 1924 show only two cases 
sent back for new trials in the king’s 
hench division during the whole year. 
In the same period the supreme court 
of Michigan, which I assume is typical 
of the United States, sent back 57 
cases for new trials. But the dis- 
crepancy is really much greater than 
this, for in England the trial courts 
eannot grant new trials, but appli- 
cation must be made by way of ap- 
peal, while in Michigan, as in most 
American states, new trials are or- 
dered with great freedom by trial 
courts, so that the total number of 
new trials actually ordered in Mich- 
igan during the year 1924 might very 
likely have been a hundred times as 
great as in all of England and Wales. 
New trials are a total economic loss, 
and their frequency in the United 
States is the most convincing proof of 
the utter inadequacy of our trial pro- 
cedure, The profession is inclined to 
take a rather fatalistic attitude, as 
though rules of practice, especially if 
hallowed by long observance, were im- 
mutable, like the law of gravity, and 
the public must make the best of theni, 
just as it makes the best of the vari- 
ous forces of nature. But the profes- 
sion is suffering from the complaisance 
which aff very monopolistic insti- 
tutions. stead of expecting commer- 
al and social relations

Ccefects which have. become an intol- 
erable burden upon society. 
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any nhear-druggist who has no reputa- 
tion to lose.” 

Still quite seriously, a normal di- 
gestive tract contains considerable 
vas, which is partly air swallowed 
and partly gas produced as a by-pro- 
duct of normal fermentative processes 
in digestion. The popular notion 
that “starches” are mainly responsible 
for gas formation has no sound 
foundation. Any food material which 
may be digested may produce some 
gas. 


People who actually suffer distress 
or pain associated with a feeling of 
distension from gas commonly jump 
to the conclusion that the’ gas is the 
cause of the pain or distress. As a 
rule the pain.or distress is rather 
the cause of the retention of the gas. 
The pain or distress produces muscle 
spasm, and until the muscle spasm re- 
laxes the passage of the gas is pre- 
vented or retarded. That the gas is 
passed or belched when the spasm of 
the muscular coat of the digestive 
tube relaxes is a coincidence which 
the victim eagerly interprets as evi- 
dence that the gas has caused the 
trouble. 


Getting downright morbid. now. if 
not actually gloomy, I will finish this 
job by enumerating some of the most 
frequent causes of-the distress which 
victims so readily attribute to gas: 

Angina pectoris, otherwise known 
as “neuralgia of the heart.” and in 
olden times called breast pang. 

Gallstones, 

Acute appendicitis, or chronie ap- 


pendicitis with recurring attacks of 
colic. 

Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof. Don’t worry about this. Let 
your doctor do the worrying—it may 
worry him — a bit to determine 
what really does cause the trouble you 
so blithely ascribe to gas.

For the longer look anead, the au- 
tomobile is going to carry more freight 
and passengers whereas the railroad is 
going to become more and more de- 
pendent upon long-haul business, a 
haul, say, of 125 miles or more which 
ean be handied by the railroads to het- 
ter advantage than the automobile. 
In the last analysis, speculation in 
the stock market in any individual! 
stock or group of stocks is based on 
earning power. The automobile in- 
dustry as a whole iz not only show- 
ing more earning power to attract 
speculation ia the stock market, but 
the automobile industry is free of gov- 
ernment regulation which, in the mind 
of professional traders in the stock 
market and from the viewPoint of. the 
big outside speculating public, wil! 
prevent railroad shares from taking 
stock market teadership away from the 
motor shares. 


Government regulation of. the rail- 
roads for the past thirty years, \has 
developed to the point where the car- 
riers must get the approval of the 
interstate commerce commission be- 
fore issuing either bonds or stock. 
In increasing its stock to declure a 
50 per cent stock dividend, General 
Motors needs only the approval of 
its shareholders which will be readily 
obtained. Under government regula- 
tion the railroads cannot merge with- 
out first gettig the approval of the 
interestate commerce commission. Gen- 


jeral Motors did not have to consult 


any government official, when Fisher 
Body" was recently taken over, Under 
the law, the railroads must be vaiued 
by the interstate commerce commis: 
sion for the parbese of bstablishing 
fair freight and passenger rates. When 
General Motors gets ready to raise or 
lower its selling prices, officials of 
the company do not have to first jour- 
ney to Washington and get the approv- 
al of the government. Under the 
law, the railroads must turn part of 
surplus earnings over to the govern- 
ment. There is no such law affecting 
the automobile industry. 

From the viewpoint of travelers, 
shippers and investors ,the position of 
railrond stocks has been greatly im- 
roved by government regulation. 

‘rom the viewpoint of speculators. 
however, railroad stocks are not, and 
are not likely to be, as attractive as 
motor shares.

bushels. 

Expectation of another large in- 
crease of the United States wheat 
visible supply total Monday tended to 
further deprive the Chicago wheat 
market of fresh buying support. A 
good deal of notice, too, was taken 
of drastic measures to cungail the use 
of breadstuffs in France. On _ the 
other hand, the new Canadian crop

Climatic conditions are no longer the principal factor in the 
present cotton crop. All states show thity-five per cent of a crop 
made and problematical possibility of sixty-five per cent to be made. 
The time required from fruitage to matured boll is practically sixty 
days this year, which is much longer than normal, owing to the rank 
‘growth and dense foliage. From the lava and pupa stage to the miller, 
the bollworms average 14 days, while the boll weevil is only 10 days. 


The multiplication of insects is progressing faster than the pro- 
duction of fruit. Crop is infested with four different enemies. Some 
states show all kinds, while all states show some kinds. Insects are 
three weeks early and the fruitage is three weeks later than normal. 
Loss of crops in the past due to climatic deterioration is five per cent 
to twenty per cent, while loss due to insect damage, particularly the 
boll weevil, is twenty-five per cent to thirty-five per cent. The 
poison supply has been exhausted, although it has proven ineffective. 
The next brood of insects will show the greatest percentage of de- 
structiveness of any crop on record. During the period since the 
government report compiled up to present, deterioration and insect 

veness will show more than ten per cent loss.

Corbett, who 
also has retained counsel, threatens to 
ask an injunction restraining Rick- 
ard from staging the fight. John J. 
McDevitt, counsel for the former 
heavyweight champion, said Corbett 
had told Dempsey of his plans and 
that Dempsey had “heartily agreed.” 

Frank L. Weiner, chairman of the 
Pennsylvania state athletic commis- 
sion, declared that if Taylor and Gun- 
nis could have produced evidence to 
show they could have arranged the 
Dempsey-Tunney bout, their efforts 
would have received the sanction of 
the commission. “Rickard showed me 
he could promote the fight,” said Mr. 
Weiner, “and when he put up $50,- 
000 for forfeit, I was convinced.”

Gertrude Ederle, first woman to 
swim the English channel, performed 
n feat of daring and endurance not 


excelled in all the records of sport. 


Incidentally Miss Ederle, an American 
girl of nineteen, bested by two hours 
the fastest time made by any of the 
five men who have accomplished the 
swim. Her time, fourteen and a half 
hours, was remarkable when the dif- 
ficulties are consiljered. It is twenty- 
one miles across the channel, but the 
swift changing tides make it necessary 
te swim about double this distance. 
The water of the ‘channel is always 
cold, and im streaks it is so cold as 
to paralyze the ordinary swimmer. 
The water at the start of Miss Fd- 
erle’s swim registered 61 d 

Fahrenheit. The channel is noto 3- 
ly rough. Because of the terrific tides 
any wind blowing against the ¢ur- 
rents raises a short chop that makes 
navigation dangerous even for ‘sea 
going boats. Miss Ederle finished her 


‘record breaking swim io a choppy sea. 


She was chilled and the swimming 
conditions were so bad that her 
trainer tried repeatedly to indace her 
to give up. She flatly refused to leave 
the water. After failing to cross the 
channel last year she determined to 
make’ it this time or swim until she 


, actually collapsed. It takes a grim 
_courage to do a thing like that, even 


with an accompanying tug, with 


friends offering encouragement, with 
| Stimulants to offset the intense cold.

Record to Stand. 
Scores of men and a few women 


|have made heroic attempts to swim 


the English channel. Miss Barrett, of 
New Rochelle, came near success only 
a few day before Miss Ederle’s 
swim, when she reached a _ point 
within two miles of the English 
coast after being swept along by ad- 
verse tids and heavy seas, in a fog, 
covering some forty miles of actual 
distance in twenty-one hours and 
forty-five minutes. Miss  LBarrett 
eclipsed the performances of all the 
European and dAustralian women 


swimmers who tried the channel. An-- 


nette Kellerman failed three times, 
and some failed half a dozen. The 
cold and the swift tides and rough 
seas were too great a handicap. The 
most famous men swimmers for many 
years past have tried to cross the 
channel, nearly always without suc- 
cess. It is claimed that women are 
better adapted than men to endure 
long exposure to cold. Miss Ederle 
seems to have proved it. Her record 
is likely to stand for many years— 
perhaps until -channel swimming is 
no. longer a:-popular test of courage

In 
1896, at the first renewal of the Greek 
Olympic games, in Athens, a Greek 
peasant beat the fastest distance run- 
ners of the world to win his coun- 
try’s classic event. Loues, that was— 
a name to remember. A hot, dusty, 
stony road, men falling all along the 
way ahead of him, beside him, and 
at last behind him, and Loues never 
faltered. 

In the past these feats of strength 
and courage have been considered a 
monopoly of the male. But no longer. 
Gertrude Ederle has smashed tradi- 
tion as well as the channel record.

MORE RECORDS MADE 
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BY PONTIAC SIA 


The stamina of the Pontiae six 
again has been demonstrated through 
the recent establishment of three suc- 
cessive records on long endurance runs 
in the west. 

The latest achievement is a new 
record for the 1,070-mile round trip 
between Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, 
and San Antonio, Texas. The trip

head wind during the entire run to 
San Antonio. The difference of 29 
minutes in the time recorded for the 
two legs of the trip is attributed prin- 
cipally to the wind conditions. 

This record followed closely the es- 
tablishment of two other records by 
Reeve Gartzmann, Oakland-Pontiac 
dealer at Los Angeles. 

In the first of Mr. Gartzmann’s 
two runs, a Pontiac six coach made 
the 1,836-mile round trip over the 
deserts and mountains between Los 
Angeles and Albuquerque, N. M., at a 
new record speed of 36.02 miles per 
hour. lowering the best previous time 
by 56 minutes. 

Mr. Gartzmann then elipped five 
hours and 50 minutes from the record 
between Los Angeles and El Paso, 
Texas, a distance of 993 miles, the 
average speed being 46.61 miles per 
hour. His time of 21 hours 18 min- 
utes beat the schedule of the Golden 
State Limited by two hours two min- 
utes, 

The cars finished all three of the 
record runs in perfect mechanical con- 
dition. 


Run-Off Declared 


, 


Possible Only in Race 
For Governor’s Office 


The only possibility of a second or 
run-off primary in Georgia this year 
is in the governor’s race where four 
candidates are seeking the office un- 
der rules of the democratic executive 


committee. In the race for United 
States senate in which Senator Wal- 
ter F. George is opposed by Judge 
R. B. Russell there is a provision in 
the rules where if a third candidate 
had entered a run-over would have 
been possible. With only two con- 
testants, however, the candidate re- 
ceiving a majority of county unit 
votes will be declared winner. 

In the gubernatorial. race it will 
be necessary for the candidate who 
wins to have a majority of county unit 
votes, otherwise the two highest men 
will emter a sec@—d primary on Oc- 
tober 6 to determine the winner. 

Under rules governing the primary 
the candidate who receives the largest 
number of votes in a county shall be 
considered to have carried that county 
and will be entitled to the full unit 
vote of such counties. Under this 
rule it does not necessarily mean that 
a candidate has to have a majority 
of yotes in a county to get the coun- 
ty’s unit vote, for example: In a 
county where 800 votes are cast one 
candidate may receive 201 votes, or 
cne-fourth of the total vote, another 
candidate may receive 199 votes, 
while the other two may poll 200 each, 
yet the highest man with 201 votes 
would have the county’s full unit vote 
in the convention. 

The governor’s race, however, is 
the only one in which a run-off pri- 
mary is possible.

NEW 2-TON TRUCK 
BY GRAHAM BROTHERS 


The latest additions to the line of 
commercial cars and trucks being sold 
by Dodge Brothers dealers are two 
new types of two-ton capacity. Like 
their smaller predecessors, the new 
chassis will be supplied with a va- 
riety of bodies suited to practically 
every requirement. ‘I'wo lengths only 
are made: the shorter, for nine-foot 
bodies, has a wheel base of 137 inches 
and the longer, which is for 12-foot 
bodies, has a wheel base of 162 inches. 
Both chassis are equipped only with 
pneumatic tires, with either single or 
dual rears optional. Where single 
tires are used 32x6 inch size are fit- 
ted in front and 34x7 inch at the 
rear. For dual rear tire equipment 
disc wheels are standard with 34x5 
inch tires both front and rear. 

The pressed steel frame-side rails 
for the shorter chassis are seven inches 
deep and for the larger 71-8 inches. 
Due to the lower bending moments 
in the short frame its thickness is 
3-16 inch while that of the longer 
frame is 1-4 inch. Front springs 
on both chassis are 37 inches long, 
two inches wide and have nine 
leaves, while the rear springs are 56 
inches long, three inches wide and 
have 11 leaves. The semi-floating rear 
axles employ a spiral bevel gear final 
drive with a reduction of 6.286 to 
one. Both service and hand brakes 
are of an internal self aligning type 
operating in heavy pressed steel drums 
at the rear hubs. The: brakes are 
so connected that the pedal operates 
all four bands while the brake lever 
actuates only two. This feature, it 
is declared, insures long life and even 
wear of the brake facings.

It is safe to predict that in a few 
years a majority of all downtown 
property will be under long-term 
ground leases.

. Advantage to Both. | 

One advantage to a landlord is that 
he can get his property developed 
without expense to himself, and as a 
result, get a fair net income on the 
market value of his land. As property 
becomes more valuable, it requires 
more and more expensive building to 
properly improve the land. Many 
owners are either unwilling or unable 
to finance desirable buildings on their 

roperty. A long ground lease makes 
it possible for a lessee to develop such 
property to the mutual advantage of 
both parties. The owner also shifts his

To the tenant, there is one main dif- 
ference.

Another question that comes up fre- 
quently concerns the proper scale of 
rentals «ver the term of years. There 
is no rule or standard. ‘There is a 
good deal of property in every city 
that would prove a risky investment if 
leased on anything but a flat rental. 
There are other iocations where the 
path of enhancement is so clearly 
marked that lessees are willing to 
promise increased rentals at stated 
periods. 

All Have Problems. 


Every piece of property has its own 
problem. Location and surroundings 
make every piece different. So land- 
lord and lessee must work out each 
lease along lines satisfactory to both 
—circumstances being different in 
every cases. 

As a matter of actual practice, it 
is usually true that a lessee will not 
agree to improve another man’s lot and 
take all the chances of loss involved, 
unless he has the right to enjoy the 
major portion of any enhancement that 
may come. 

Another test is the question of how 
much a lessee will penalize himself 
through increasing future rentals, for 
the right to use land that he either 
cannot, or will not, purchase outright. 
If lessee could buy the property, his 
ground rent charge (interest on moncy 
invested) would always be the same. 
In case of a lease, there is always 
a limit to the anticipated enhancement 
that the careful lessee igs willing to 
guarantee to the owner.

be the home of Atlanta’s “big-time” 
vaudeville. 

Its completion brings nearer td 
realization the largest single building 
development occupying any .one block 
in the south. This block, bounded by 
Peachtree, Ellis, Carnegie Way, Spring 
and Cain streets, now has completed 
structures, or structures now under 
way, representing a total investment 
of $10,000, 

Ten Millions in Block. 


The governor’s mansion site, with 
its Henry Grady hotel and addition, 
the Henry Grady office building, the 
Keith theater and the Red Rock 
building fronting on Spring street, is 
conservatively appraised at $4,000,000 
by those who are in clése touch with 
Atlanta realty values. The Candler 
property development, lying to the 
south, which includes the huge Macy 
store and the new Capitol theater, will 
add six millions to this amount. 


The growth in valuation of the 
state’s property is regarded by busi- 
ness men as nothing short of phenomi- 
hal. When, in February, 1922, the 
state leased the mansion house site to 
the Massell Realty company at an- 
nual rentals ranging from twenty to 
over forty thousand dollars per year, 
it was generally thought that it would 
take at least ten years before the 
advance of business would be sufficient 
to justify this scale. 

Today the plot is regarded as one of 
the most valuable pieces of land in 
the downtown business section, for it 
lies in the exact eenter of the new re- 
tail business district of the north side, 
with business advancing northward at 
a rapid pace.

Muscle Shoals 


Urged tor Use) 


Of U.S. Detenses 


Williamstown, Mass., August 21.— 
(P)—Utilization of Muscle Shoals for 


the manufacture of chemical products 
indispensable to national defense, 
such as caustic, chlorine and ferro- 
alloys, which only can be manufac- 
tured by means of cheap power, was 
advocated today before the institute 
of politics. 

Harry A. Curtis, professor of chem- 
ical engineering at Yale and an author- 
ity on nitrates, said it was not feasible 
to use the power at Muscle Shoals for 
the manufacture of fertilizer or for 
public utility power, claiming there is 
no known method of manufacturing 
fertilizers cheaply enough to make 
their production profitable. While 
power might be generated at Muscle 
Shoals at a low initial cost, the trans- 
mission and _ distribution charges 
would be prohibitive, he asserted. 

Slight benefit from disarmament as 
a preventive of war was seen by Dr. 
F’, E. Reeves, professor of political 
science, who touched on the address 
yesterday of Sir James Irvine, noted 
British scientist who declared the na- 
tion possessing the most efficient 
chemical industry possessed also the 
most efficient instruments of war. 

“If a war of the future could be 
waged to its completion in a com. 
paratively few hours by the use of 
chemical warfare and if the materials 
for chemical warfare can be obtained 
in practically unlimited quantities by 
comparatively simple changes from 
proper peace processes in chemistry, 
why talk about disarmament,” asked 
Dr. Reeves. 

He said that the nations repre- 
sented at the recent preparatory com- 
mission conference attended in an at- 
titude of fear. Security, he asserted 
is still looked upon from a national 
point of view and the Locarno pact, 
the League of Nations and the world 
court do not yet appear to European 
countries as a form of security that 
can be substituted for the older form. 
This country, he said, in its isolated 
position, can in no way take the 
dramatic lead it assumed at the naval 
disarmament conference. 

Moritz J. Bonn, leading German 
economist, said that the United States 
is taking a gambling chance on the 
future in expecting to collect the Ger- 
man and allied debt in a 62-year

appen in 10 years.” he said. “Any- 
thing we expect to happen in the next 
62 years, won’t happen, or will happen 
differently.”

Former Warden 
Of Joliet Files 
Big Damage Suit 


Chicago, August 21.—()—Accused, 
only a few months after his dismissal 
as warden of the Joliet state prison, 
of assisting prisoners in a plot to 
escape from the Cook county jail, 
John L. Whitman, widely known 
prison executive, struck back today 
both at those who gave publicity to 
the jail break charge and at the of- 
ficials responsible for his ousting as 
penitentiary chief. 

He filed suit for $100,000 against 
Captain George H. Wiedeling, war- 
den of the Cook county jail, charg- 
ing defamation of charactaer, and his 
attorney announced that similar suits 
will be brought at once against Gov- 
ernor Len Small, Chairman Chauncey 
Jenkins, of the state welfare depart- 
ment: former Chairn.an Will Colvin, 
of the state board of pardons and 
paroles, and Sheriff Peter Hoffman, 
of Cook county. 

Whitman’s dismissal as prison war- 
den followed the escape of seven pris- 
oners who killed a deputy warden. A 
grand jury which recommened it held 
hi:1 responsible for lax prison dis- 
cipline, but affirmed its belief in his 
honesty and _ integrity. Whitman 
claimed he 1.as handicapped by Col- 
vin and Jenkins in administration of 
the prison. 

Plot Discovered. 

Some days ago county jail execu- 
tives discovered an apparent plot of 
six prisoners to escape. They had 
sawed their cell bars. A few days 
later Captain Weideling announced 
that one prisoner involved in the 
escape, who earlier had escaped from 
the state prison, had “an astounding 
confession” to make. The confession, 
heard in secret, was subsequently an- 
nounced as that of Thomas Sullivan. 
He was said to have named Whit- 
man as smuggling saws to him in 
the county jail, and to have repeated 
a story told some months ago that 
Whitman enabled his escape from 
state prison for $1,200. Whitman had 
already denied the story of the $1,- 
200, and a Will county grand jury 
at Joliet had refused to give credence 
to it. 

Whitman likewise called the county 
jail break “confession” an obvious 
falsehood, but Weideling said several 
cell mates of Sullivan had corroborated 
it and he himself recalled Whitman’s 
presence in the jail on the day on 
which Sullivan said he received the 
saws. 

The suit against Weideling was 
filed today by Charles E. Erbstein, 
who will represent Whitman in the 
other suits still to be brought. 

The attorney promised a 200,000- 
word declaration shortly. which, he 
said, “will blow the lid off every- 
thing.” 

“Mr. Whitman,” said Erbstein, “is 
one of the best jailers in the coun- 
try, who has been vronged by graft- 
ing politicians. He has kept quiet 
long enough. Now he will talk. 

The attorney branded as ridiculous 
the allegation that Whitman was paid 
$1,200 for helping prisoners escape, 
and declared his client “never had 
$1,200 in the bank rt one time,”

to the British dominions in the east, 
and that if she disarmed navally it 
would be impossible for her to pro- 
tect her constant trade in these waters. 

Consequently the British govern- 
ment believes, and it is thought here 
that the American government will be 
convinced, that it is possible only to 
go slowly until finally it will be 


armament conference at which every 
phase of military and naval strength 
can be considered. 


Now preparations for such a con- 
ference have hardly been begun. It 
will take a year more at least of pre- 
liminary discussion, the British be- 
lieve, to pave the way for such a 
conference. But when such a confer- 
ence is held, they predict, it will end 
in agreement and in limitation. of 
armaments that will save the world 
hundreds of millions of dollars yearly. 

The British argue, in favor of a 
slow approach to a final big confer- 
ence, that within three years Russia 
will be a known quantity again. At 
present all statesmen can do is to 
shrug their shoulders when asked 
what Russia’s place will be in or out 
of any disarmament scheme. 


Secondly, they say, there is no im- 
mediate threat of any war in Europe; 
the powers so far have been able 
quickly to bring pressure on any small 
powers that have shown signs of 
truculence, while big powers, perhaps 
belligerently inclined, are afraid to 
start anything for fear of what the 
United States and Great Britain, par- 
ticularly, wiil do. 

Thus, it is argued, Europe and 
America, leaving out the rest of the 
world, can afford to wait for dis- 
armament and, rather than risk a 
Hague conference that might end in 
disagreement and even worse than the 
present situation, approach slowly but 
surely, step by step, the real disarma- 
ment conference that all statesmen 
feel to be essential to peace and the 
world’s progress.

At the annual session of the Geor- 
gia division, U. D. C., at Decatur, the 
daughters accepted the Jefferson Da- 


vis highway through the historic ter- 
ritery of Richmond, Jefferson, John- 
son. Laurens, Dodge, Wilcox, Ben 
Hill, Irwin, Turner, Worth, Dough- 
erty, Terrell, Randolph and Quitman 
counties to connect the two capitals 
of the Confederacy, Montgomery and 
Richmond. Va., with a highway 
through Georgia which included the 
route taken by the Confederate chief- 
tain and his party in his final effort 
to escape the federal forces. By this 
action the organization assumed a re- 
sponsibility whose performance would 
indelibly link the future ages with the 
past and keep alive the sentiments of 
the "60s in the use of a highway 
through Georgia, which would per- 
petuate the historic sentiment, as 
nothing else would. a 
At the 31st convention of the Unit- 
ed Daughters of the Confederacy, 
held in Savannah in 1924, this organ- 
ization gave its unanimous indorse- 
ment to this route and included it in 
the highway program, with which the 
national organization has undertaken 
to memorialize the valor of the heroes 
' of the south. Georgia as yet, the only 
southern state, has failed to give offi- 
cial .recognition through adoption of 
thig route by its state highway de- 
partment in the state. Virginia, 
North and South Carolina, the city of 
Augusta. Alabama, Mississippi, Louis- 
iana and Texas have officially adopt- 
ed an interstate route, submitted by 
the organizations of chapters of the 
U. D. C. in the several states. The 
several counties in Georgia, through 
which this historic route passes, have 


tions of the route through their re- 
spective territory. Several chapters 
of U. D. C. have placed boulders at 
historic spots, commemorating a brief 
visit by Mr. Davis and his party in 
their respective towns. Such boulders 
are placed by the Oconee chapter at 
Dublin, by the Fannie Gordon chap- 
ter at Eastman and the Martha Me- 
Leod chapter at Abbeville, where Mr. 
Davis and his party camped the night 
before and the night after his capture 
at Irwinville, where the state owns 
now the land upon which Mr. Davis 
and his party camped and were cap- 
tured by the federal soldiers. This 
land is to be beautified by the state 
in cooperation with the Georgia divi- 
sion, U. D. ©. The Turner county 
chapter has placed a boulder of Geor- 
gia granite at the intersection of the 
Jefferson Davis highway and the na- 
tional highway. 

About 70 miles of the éntire route 
from the South Carolina state line to 
the state line of Alabama are not a 
part of the state highway system, but 
applications to adopt these links have 
been filed with the state highway de- 
partment and efforts on the part of 
the officers and members of the U. 
D. C. should be made to secure their 
adoption. 

When this route is accepted and 
made a state-aid road ihe work of 
beautifying the route remains for the 
Daughters of the Confederacy and 
their descendants to complete, a work 
which has such wonderful possibili- 
ties for perpetuating the memories 
and sentiments of the Confederacy for 
future generations.

Editor Constitution: In your Sun- 
day issue is a contribution in which 
the writer gives the date of the bat- 
tle of King’s Mountain as January 16, 
1781. This is a mistake. It was 
fought on October 7, 1780.

One 
of the latter, Captain Robert Sevier, 
was inortally wounded, and in trying 
to bring him back to east Tennessee, 
where he lived, he died and was buried 
in the woods on top of the Great 
Smoky mountain. His descendants 
have never been able to find his yte7 
When General Ferguson was killed 
and his entire command captured and 
kilied, his telescope was taken by my 
grandfather, and at his death he gave 
it to an older brother of mine named 
for him. It has the date and maker’s 
name stamped on it: Lendon, 1760. 
It is now in the historical museum at 
Nashville, Tenn.

‘“‘¢That child is extremely difficult 
to handle, obstinate and wilful,’ they 
will roclaim with increasing 
warmth,”’ writes Dr. Alice Hutchison, 
English psychologist, ‘‘but the merest 
hint that such qualities are shared by 
one or the other parents, or are the 
outcome of friction between the par- 
ents, is repudiated with scorn.” 

Setting a Good 

For the production of better and 
happier future citizens, fathers and 
mothers are urged to view their own 
fauits with the utmost courage and 
sincerity and to correct their failings

in so far as it is humanly possible. 
Displays of anger or irritability by a 
parent are the worst possible example 
for a child of any age. 

In other words, to solve the char- 
acter problem of their children par- 
ents must first solve their own. 

Dr. Hutchison presents two types 


of mothers who produce the wrong 
home atmosphere for children. - One 


is the mother who in her childhood 
may have suffered rfuch unflattering 
criticism of her personal appearance 
or of her intelligence, or she may 
have been painfully conscious during 
her school days of her infertor social 
standing.. As a result she may have 
developed a sense of general inferi- 
ority, which evidences itself by a 
readiness to take offense and a ten- 
dency to magnify and distort any 
criticism. 

Such a person will not be easy to 
live with, and will create much un- 
happiness for herself while remaining 
ignorant of the true cause of it. Both 


marriage and motherhood will be apt 
to accentuate the position, since hus- 
band and children are an extension of 
one’s own personality. The children 
will suffer, either through the difficult 
Situations whiclH arise both in the 
home ‘and outside of it, or through 
sharing the mother’s sense of in- 
feriority. 

The opposite type is the woman 
who, from her youngest days, has 
been spoiled and flattered and led to 


expect as her right that every one 
should yield to her wishes. Whether 
she marry a man of her own type or 
one who accords consideration to and 


expects it from his fellow creaiures, 


friction will constantly arise and ex- 
ercise its disturbing influence on the 
children at an age when they need 
calm and stabi!’*

His father 
was of Scotch blood, but born in Vir- 
ginia, whence he had trekked into 
Kentucky; fis mother, in her biood 
was Irtsh, so that the son became one 
ot those Scotch-Irish who gave 
permanence and first-water fame to 
the entire Piedmont Country of the 
soutsl. 


coor, Proud and Persistent. 

The Barricks were not among the 
moneyed leaders in their vicinity and 
the son had not the early educative 
advantages for which his spirit hun- 
gered. His mother was a sister of 
Lerrence Cooney, who was the first 
proprietor of the “Louisville Jour- 
nal’ that m the same year, 1868, that 
saw the birth of The Constitution was 
merged into the great ‘‘Courier-Jour- 
nal’? by Colonel Henry Watterson. It 
was with Terrence Cooney’s ‘‘Jour- 
nal” that George D. Prentice, the 
ever-memorable Jove of southern 
journalism, became associated when 
he went to Kentucky. 

It was from his mother, doubtless, 
that young Barrick imbibed: his early 
passion to acquire education—to be- 
come a real scholar and man of: let- 
ters. Before he was ten years of age 
he contrived to get to Glasgow in his 
home state and study for a period at 
Urania college, but lack of means pre- 
vented his finishing the course there. 

He had an unappeasible appetite 
for books, bought and borrowed them 
when and where he could, and per- 
sistentiy forced his self-education. 
His mind was absorbent and retentive 
and the after brilliancy it acquired and 
displayed was due to his dogged de- 
termination and labors more than to 
schools and teachers. 


A Postoffice Poet. 
He early became an active mem- 
ber of the Presbyterian church. His 
clean morals, strict integrity and busi-

From his eaftly years the spirit of 
poesy possessed Barrick and from his 
pen flowed off many of the favorite 
and enduring lyrics of the south, 

Whether in the jubilant hours of 
recurring southern victories, or in 
those darkening days when battles 
were desperate and defeats imminent, 
Barrick would sing in print a hearten- 
ing poem or a challenging view-halo 
that went through the stout hearts of 
the soldiers and the drooping spirits 
at home with an electric.thrill. Many 
of those timely poems are still treas- 
ured in the old scrap-books that were 
made and conned over in the war era. 

His Advent in Atlanta. 

At the end of the war and with the 
newspapers as desperately poor in 
purse as the people at large, Barrick 
gave up the editorial desk, removed 
from Macon to Atlanta as a more 
promising center, and entered again 
upon his avocation as a druggist. 

Here Rev. Dr. Scott had begun to 
publish his “Scott’s. Monthly Maga- 
zine,” which became a notable period- 
ical of those parlous times. He knew 
Barrick and enlisted him as his asso- 
ciate editor. In the old volumes of 
that magazine are imbedded some of 
the beautifully phrased poems of a 
mind rich in fancy and valuations of 
truth and beauty. 

Called to The Constitution.

For nearly ten months 
his pen put real wisdom and states 
manship, illuminated by a prism of 
literary lights, into the columns of 
The Constitution and helped sensibly 
to give it the instant popularity and 
inflyence that followed its very first 
issue. 3 | 

It is a delight yet to turn back to 
the first year’s file and read some of 
the lusty editorials by Barrick. 

But even as he wrote them a fatal 
disease was insidiously sopping his 
vital forces and early in 1869 
forced to relinquish his routine. 
On the 30th of April, 1869, the flesh 
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failed, the tenuous tenement lay dis-

In the month of March, 1822, shortly after the news proclaiming 
the death of the great Napoleon had been heralded throughout the world, 
a baby girl, christened Rosalie Marie, the first of four children, was born 
to the Bonheur family at Bordeaux. 


The father, a struggling artist, had hoped for a boy and was keenly 
disappointed when told it was a girl, but he lived to see the day he was 
proud of this girl. As an‘artist, he tried to please everybody but fhim- 
self, and this plan was proving a failure. | 


“The man who seeks one thing in life, and but one 
+ May hope to achieve it before life be done; 
| But he who seeks all things, wherever he goes,

As Rosalie, or Rosa as she was called, grew older ske came to 
know the full meaning of the wisdom in these few lines. She would 
devote her life work to the painting of animals. And that she succeeded 
is proven in the fact that no one before or since has equalled her paint- | 
ings of animals. 


Rosa Bonheur deserves the distinction of being-the only woman 
artist included among the great masters from whose works the art direc- 


tors chose the fifty-two greatest pajntings. 


“The Horse Fair,” her magnificent masterpiece, measuring sixteen 
feet, stx inches by seven feet, nine inches, was awagded all the honors 


at the Paris Salon of 1853, marking the first time a woman artist ever 
received such high honors. All the more glorious is her achievement 
when reflection shows she was competing against such scintillating stars 
as Corot, Delacroix and Millet—all at the apogee of their careers. 


Rosa was in her thirtieth year when this picture was finished. To 
complete the painting she found it necessary to frequent the horse mar- 
kets, where she made innumerable sketches of actual scenes. ‘Woman 
of genius are men,”’ and Rosa, in order to attract as little attention as 
possible, cut her hair short and disguised herseif in male attire, thus 
looking the part of a man. 


“Bonheur” horses furttished the subject for conversation in art 
circles, but great as was the picture admired, she encountered difficulty 
in finding a purchasers She offered it for sale in her country for only 
$2,400.00 but France (like the United States in the case of ““Whistler’s 
Motheér’’) could not be induced*to buy it. Much against her wishes (she 
wanted the painting to remain in France) she sold it to an Englishman 
for $8,000.00. At an auction sale, in 1887, the painting was bought 
by Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt for $55,500.00, who presented it to the 
Metropolitan Museum, New York city, where it today remains one of the 
treasures of that institution.

any conversation with angels. The 
wrestling of Jacob until he prevailed 
with God had brought more victory 
to the race than all the outwardly 
marvelous events of his life. The 
choice of Moses, ‘‘To suffer affliction 
with the people of God,”’ has brought 
more faith to the race and a larger 
manifestation of power of God than 
the marvelous visitation of plagues 
and the parting of the waters of the 
seas. . The transformed lives of the 
Old Testament saints mean far more 
to the race as Comvincing evidence of 
God than all signs and wonders on 
earth and in heaven. 


‘An evil and adulterous generation 
seek after a sign.” The greater 
blessedness of Christ is given to those 
who have not seen and yet who have 
believéd. The high service of the 
prophets is in their unearthly cour- 
age and spiritual fellowship with God 
far more than in the forecasting 2of 
some remote future event. The sin- 
less and transfigured life of Christ 
is far greater than all the eternal signs 
which he wrought. Simon Peter was 
rescued by angels. Stephen, the first 
martyr, came down to his death with 
no miraculous interveniion. An evi- 


gence of Ged more convincing than 


cohorts of angels in the skies was the 
power of God in the life of Stephen 
which enabled him te pray for his 
enemies; “Lord, lay not this sin to 
their charge.”” 1 am not craving to 
see some marvelous kind of spectacu- 
lar performance. It would not be 
healthful to the Christian life. I do 
not want to see angels now, nor 
ghosts. 4 might get scared. But to 
see a life transformed from selfish- 
ness to unselfishness, from worldliness 
to spirituality, from hate to love,-from 
sin to righteousness, is the.crowning 
evidence of the power of God in 
Christ Jesus. 


The early church did not argue so 
much as they lived. ‘The first her- 
alds of the Crucified Redeemer 
wrought wonders, removed mountain- 
ous obstacles, transformed oppressed 
Slaves into a cloud of wiinessing he- 
roes, and showed to the languid gaze 
of an expiring civilization the rainbow 
of promise that encircled the cross.” 


Martin Luther and the Reforma- 
tion were stronger than a _ corrupt 
church, because they brought back the 
lost experience, ‘‘The just shall live by 
faith.” Early Methodism arose in the 
midst of a corrupt and skeptical age. 
Many books were written against the 
faith and in defense of the faith. In- 
fidelity and immorality were over- 
come by the stronger power of the 
evidence of Christian living. The 
blasphemy of Bolingbroke and the 
skepticism of Chesterfield were more 
than overcome by the sweep of the 
Methodist revival. The tide of infi- 
delity which resulted in the French 
révolution was turned back in Eng- 
land by the flaming evangels of a 
living Christian experience. The 
forces of evil can only be overcome 
in the present and future by the viial 
glowing faith which says, ‘‘We know 
that we have passed from death unto 


life.” “I know whom I have believ- 
ed, and am persuaded that he is able 
to keep that which I have committed 
unto him against that day.” 
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University’s New Heads Rose From Ranks

HEN at inauguration exercises 
in September Chancellor 
Charles M. Snelling and 
Dean S. V. Sanford are 
formerly inducted into the 
offices to which they were 
elected by the board of trustees in 


June, two men will be placed in 
charge of the affairs of the University 
of Georgia and its branches who have 
been connected with the univers:ty for 
many years, and who by persistency 
and faithfulness to their tasxs have 
risen step by step from the rank of 
instructor—the beginner’s rank in the 
professorial scheme of things. 

Chancellor Snelling, better known 
as ‘“‘Colonel”’ Snelling, has been con- 
nected with the university 38 years, 
and his elevation follows a_ long 
period of service to the state as com- 
the university’s cadet 
corps, teacher of mathematics, and 
dean of the institution. 

Dr. Sanford, born in Covington, 
Ga., came to the University of Geor- 
gia in 1903 from Marietta where he 
had been principal and superintendent. 
of the schools. He began his career 
at the university as instructor in rhet- 
oric and English literature, and since 
has been promoted to the successive 
positions of adjunct professor, junior 
professor, full professor 
language, and was, at the time the 
trustees elected him, dean, professor 
of English language and journalism, 
head of the Henry W. Grady School 
of Journalism, and faculty chairman 
of athletics at the university. 

Dr. Santord, as head of the Henry 
W. Grady School of Journalism, was 
one of the first southerners to appre- 
ciate the importance of journalistic 


training in a university, and was one - 


of the moving factors.in the establish- 
ment of a deparment in the Univer- 
Sity of Georgia in 1915, to provide 
instruction in the subject in a south- 
ern university. Under Dr. Sanford’s 
guidance, the department grew rap- 
idly, and in 1921 was changed into 
a school and given the name of Henry 
W. Grady. ° o 

Those familiar with college ath- 
letics know the name of S. V. Sanford 
as well as that of any of the stars on 
the gridiron or baseball diamond. 
Soon after Dr. Sanford’s arrival at the 
university, he began a development of 
the athletic side of the university, and 
to him goes much of the credit for 
raising college sports to the high 
plane that they occupy today. He has 
been a consistent advocate of good 


sportsmanship, high-scholarship on the 
parts of players, and athletic training 
for all rather than for the few who 
make up the several teams of the uni- 
vers ~ 7 

Inucative of the progress of ath- 
letics at the University of Georgia un- 
der his direction as faculty chairman 
of athletics is the fact that during the 
4925-26 session, the Athletic associa- 
tion equipped, trained, and maintain- 
ed 17 inter-collegiate teams; football, 
baseball, basketball, cross country, 
track, swimming, tennis, golf, boxing, 
and lacrosse. Five hundred and sev- 
enteen men took part in these sports. 

In the department of physical edu- 
cation, 368 men were instructed in 
competitive organizations. These were 
all freshmen. Under the rules of the 
Southern Conference no _ first-year 
man may participate’ on the varsity 
team. In intra-mural athletics, there 
were 108 men in the track meets; 
‘12 in the basketball tournament;

Both Have Interesting Careers. ‘

and 112 in the baseball league. Re- 
garding Coach Stegeman’s statement 
to the effect that.80 per cent of the 
student body took part in freshman 
athletics, inter-collegiate athletics, 
and intra-mural athletics, Dr. Sanford 
Says: 

“| ddtibt seriously if this record can 
be surpassed by any college save those 
institutions where physical training has 
been in vogue for many years.” 

The University Athletic association 
equipped 504 men and partly equip- 
ped 175 additional men in 1925-26. 

Dr. Sanford is president of the 
Southern Conference, and holds high 
offices in other college athletic asso- 
ciations. 

He is an alumnus of Mercer uni- 
versity and received his higher train- 
ing in Engfand and Germany. He is 
author of several English texts, used 
in schools in this and other states. 

Dr. Snelling, the new chancellor, 
assumes office with the advantage of 
a year’s training, during which he has 
been acting chancellor. It will be re- 
called that following the resignation 
of Chancéflor David. C. Barrow in 
June, 1925, and his subsequent ap- 
pointment as_ chancellor emeritus, 
Dean Snelling was made acting chan- 
cellor for the 1925-26 session. Dur- 
ing this period he did much for the 
growth and expansion of the univer- 


sity. He visited other colleges, got 
ideas from them, improved the ap- 
pearance of the university campus, 
Strengthened the various departments 
of the university, and maintained the 
entire loyalty of faculty and students. 


Dr. Snelling was born in Richmond, 


Va., and received his college training 
at the Virginia Military institute in 
Lexington, Va. He Tater studied in 
Germany, and received his doctor of 
science degree from the University of 
Pennsylvania. Prior to the time that 
he came to the University of Georgia 
as instructor in mathematics and com- 
mandant of the military unit, he serv- 
ed a year on the faculty of the Vir- 
ginia Military institute. 


Perhaps the finest tribute that has 
been paid Dr. Snelling since the trus- 
tees named him chancellor at their 


meeting in Atlanta is that by Chan- 
cellor Emeritus Barrow. ‘“Unele 
Dave,”’ as Dr. Barrow is affectionate- 
ty known by the alumni of the uni- 
versity, is an unusual person, possess- 
ing a rare combination of simple wis- 
dom and scholarship, and through his 
writings and talks has left a deep im- 
plant in Georgia. When informed of 
the trustees’ action with reference to 
the chancellorship, Dr. Barrow said: 

“I am glad the trustees appointed 
Charles M. Snelling chancellor. He 
was the man in the faculty who was 
suited for the position... For nearly 


20 years he was dean, and he knew | 


the duties well. 

“He wae in and out of the affairs 
of the university and is thoroughly 
acquainted with its work. No one 
could have filled so well the wogk of 
the university, and I feel sure that 


‘he will carry it on better than anyone. 


“He was dean for a long time, and 
I recall no case in which he did not 
succeed. As dean he was patient and 
careful. Very much of his success 


was due to this. He sometimes seem- 
ed very hard, but I think he was al- 


ways right. 

‘‘He has won the place, and won it 
fairly and well. 

“He is the father of seven boys; all 
of them are doing weil. He had one 
girl who died when she was young. 

- “When one comes to the university, 
and wants to see the man who is 
busiest at work, he will find Chancel- 
lor Snelling.” 

Dr. Charlies M. Snelling has been 
connected with the University. of 
Georgia since 1888. For the better 


part of a half century, Dr. Snelling 
has served the state of Georgia as 
professor of mathematics, comman- 
dant of the cadet corps, dean of the 
university, president of Franklin col- 


lege (the academic part of the state” 


university), and now he begins a 
period of service as chancellor. 

John Temple Graves, illustrious 
Seorgia journalist, 20 years ago when 
he was editor of an Atlanta paper, 
wrote an editorial of approval of the 
selection of Dr. Snelling as dean of 
the university in which he said: 


“Colonel Snelling is full of the dash 
and charm of manner that belongs to 
the aggressive type of men, He has 
the brilliancy and the forcefulness of 
the soldier, and these things joined to 
the sweetness and light of beloved 
Chancellor Barrow will fill the cup 


of the university to the brim of effec- 
tive service.” 


In addition to having so solidly 


identified himself with the life of the 
University of Georgia, its alumni, and 
with educational groups of various 
kinds throughout the state, Dr. Snell- 
ing since his arrival in Athens 39 
years ago has become prominently af- 
filiated with the civic and business 1ifé 
of Athens and Clarke county. 


“He is. president of the. Athens 
Kiwanis club, and at the regular bi- 
weekly meetings of this organization, 
not only presides, but takes an_active 
interest in the affairs of the club. He 
is president of the Athens bonded 
debt commission, and is a director of 
the National Bank of Athens, of the 
Athens Gas company, and of the 
Southern Mutual Insurance company, 

In his new position as chancellor of 


the University of Georgia, Dr. Snell- . 


ing is nominal head of the various 
branch institutions which go to make 
up the University of Georgia, and 
which include the Georgia School of 
Technology, the South Georgia State 
Normal school, the Athens State Nor- 
mal school, the various district 


schools, the State College of Agricul- . 


ture, and the Normal Institute for Ne- 
groes in Savannah. 

Dr. Snelling married Miss Matilda 
Janet Morton, of Athens. He is a 
member of the Sigma Nu fraternity, 


and also of: the Phi Beta Kappa 
society.
